6. There are a number of questions currently unansvered in the cage 
of the Subject persons. Among these are: How long has James Wilcott 
been involved in the SNC€ movement?; Where was Elafe Wilcott during the 
trip to New York City; and Why did James Wilcott allow himself to become 
involved in thia matter to the extent of going to New York City with these 
persons and visiting other individuals who are allegedly self-admitted 
Cammuniste ? 


Te Subject has apparently reported to hig station at JMWAVE. How- 
ever, it'ls believed that his involvement with the aforementioned individuals 
ie extremely serfous, for the most part because of unanswered questions. 
Therefore, It is considered that he should be interviewed in depth as scon 
as possible regarding hie involvement in this matter. Tt is recommended
